Ivir,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  i^^nnual  Report  upon 
the  health  of  your  District  during  the  year  1958. 


During  the  year  undei*  review,  as,  was  to  be  expected,  there 
has  been  but  a slight  variation  in  the  total  population  of  the  area, 
although  the  upward  trend  of  the  last  five  years  has  been  maintained. 
The  respesrtive  mid  year  population  figures  estimated  by  the  Registraii 
general,  after  corrections  have  been  made  for  births  and  deaths  from 
1954  onwards,  has  been  12,100;  12,410;  12,490;  12,555  and  12,(^>0 
for  the  current  year. 


Tha  Rateable  Value  at  £97»8i0  Cas  on  51»5»58)  compares  with 
£95 » 092  twelve  months  previously.  The  penny  rate  productivity  has 
increased  by  about  £16, 

Tha  Corrected  Birth  Rate  for  the  District,  although  at  18,5 
is  still  appreciably  higher  than  the  current  figures  for  Anglesey (16. 5; 
and  for  England  and  Wrles(16.4),  yet  it  has  shown  a slight  drop  from 
the  preoeeding  year  of  from  19*5  to  18,5*  Incidentally,  this 
Rate  has  been  consistently  higher,  annually,  than  the  County  as  a 
whole  for  the  past  six  consecutive  years  No  specific  environ- 
mental factor  can  be  held  attributable  for  this,  unless  it  be  from 
a general  bettering  of  housing  conditions. 

The  Stillbirth  Rats  per  1,000  of  the  population  remains 
unchanged  at  0.3,  and  as  such  is  lower  than  the  figures  reflected 
by  England  ci:  Wales  and  by  the  County  as  a whole. 


The  corrected  Death  Rate  shows  an  appreciable  fall  (as 
9.8  is  to  12.7)  as  it  doed  also  for  Anglesey  as  a whole. 


A comparison  of  the  causes  of  these  diminished  death 
occuircnces  with  those  of  former  years  does  not  point  to  the  diminution 
being  of  any  particular  environmental  association,-  with  the  possible 
exception  of  tuberculosis  which  has  not  accounted  for  any  deaths  in 
1958  as  compared  with  2 and  with  6 for  1957  1956  respectively. 

The  Cancer  group  fatalities  has  dropped  from  37  to  32. 

Apart  from  a county-wide  epidemic  of  measles  that  accounted 
for  192  juvenile  cases  within  the  District,  there  has  been  no  other 
Notifiable  Diseases  occuriing  with  epidemic  proportion.  Dysentery, 
which  produced  an  epidemic  of  40  in  1957 » absent  in  the  current 

year.  The  single  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurced  in  an  adult. 

The  absence  of  both  diphtheria  and  of  whopping  cough  is  no 
doubt  attributable  to  the  public  realisation  of  the  value  of 
preventative  procedures.  It  is,  incidentally,  to  be  hoped  that  that 
realisation  will  also  extend  towards  poliomyelitis  vaccination  as 
more  vaccine  is  made  available  by  the  Niinistry  of  Health.  The 
indications,  at  present,  is  that  the  public  is  aware  of  the  work 
of  this  newest  general  protective  procedure.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  public  - at  present  "Polio  Vaccination  conscious"  will  not  lo,0^e 
interest  and  lapse  into  a lethargy  on  the  subject;  - for,  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  only  one  case  in  the  current  year  is  no 
indication  «f  a gener':’!  public  natural  immunity  as  is  shown  by  the 
occuircnce  of  sparodic  cases  throughout  the  country  with  no  particular 
geographic  distribution. 

Notif  icetions  of  Tuberculosis  (both  respirator;^  and  non- 
respiratory)  have  increased  from  8 to  12  and  ofthese  t'he 
potentially  infectious  respiratory  form  has  accounted  for  all  but 


one,  five  being  under  the  age  of  50  years-. 

r7ith.,tT7o  exceptions,  it  is  not  felt  that  any 
particular  comcent  is  called  for  in  this  report  of  mine 
upon  any  of  the  diversity  of  subjects  so  fully  detailed 
in  his  i\nnual  Report  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  afuiaged  so  ably  by  himself  and  his  Assitant  through 
the  year. 

The  exceptions  that  it  is  felt  demand  comment, 
or  rather  stressing,  refer  to,  in  the  first  place  the  wanton 
damage  done  by  the  public  to  Conveniences  and  to  Sewerage 
Instillations  - services  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority 
for  the  public's  own  benefit.  It  would  be  uncalled  for  to 
lightly  dismiss  such  actions  as  mere  'juvenile  exuberance'. 

The  other  point  refers  to  the  laudable  voluntary  progress 

made  towards  the  provision  of  handwashing  facilities  in 

food  shops  without  the  necessity  of  recourse  to  legal  compulsion. 

In  conclusion,  I should  yet  again  like  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  Mambers  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk, 

Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  willing  co-operation  and  help.

VAXmTION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and'  Whooping  Gou^h. 

A total  number  of  101  children  were  immunised 
for  the  first  time  against  diphtheria  during  the  year,  and 
65  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough. 


Vaccination  against  Strr'lipox. 

A total  of  92  children  were  vaccinated  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year  and  4 others  were  re-vaccinated. 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.O.G,  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of 
new-born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases.  During  1958, 
35  such  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  district.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1958. 

In  accordance  ^with  the  provisions  of  the  Publ  ic 
Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959f  I beg  to  submit  my  repvj.rt 
on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  area,  together  with  a brief 
summary  of  work  carried  out  during  the  j;©ar  1958.

No  occasion  arose  during  the  year,  requiring  the 
Council  to  exercise  their  authority  under  this  section. 

Water  Supply 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  County  Council  are 
the  water  authority  for  the  whole  of  the  County,  there  is 
very  little  to  report  under  this  heading,  as  the  subject  will 
be  dealt'  with  fully  in  the  annual  report'  of  the  County  Water 
Engineer. 

There  were  no  further  water  main  extensions 
constructed  in  this  district  within  the  year  coverced  by  the 
report,  but  some  house  properties  have  benefited  by  an  extension 
in  an  adjoining  district.  The  total  length  of  distribution 
mains  of  all  sizes  within  the  ditrict  remains  at  just  over 
71  miles,  which  is  18  and  22  miles  respectively  greater  than 
the  two  other  rural  districts,  and  represents  30%  of  the  tctel 
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for  the  whole  county.  Several  villages  and  hamlets  some  of  which  have 
been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  remain  without  main  water  supplies, 
this  being  partly  'due  to  the  delay  in  completing  a section  of  the 
County  water  scheme, 

157  additional  premises  were  connected  to  the  mains  during  the 
year,  this'figure  being  the  lowest  since  1954.  The  total  number  of 
dwelling'  houses  supplied  with  mains  water  is  as  follows  s-

As  usual,  the  population  figures  are  based  on  the  normal  winter 
residents,  and  has  no  relation  to  the  large  influx  of  holiday  makers 
and  seasonal  residents,  particularly  in  the  seaside  resorts. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  figures  quoted  above,  that  a fairly 
large  percentage  of  the  district  residents  are  dependent  for  their 
domestic  water  supplies  upon  wells,  either  public  or  private,  and  in 
some  cases  they  have  to  rely  on  rain  water  as  the  only  available  source. 
The  Public  Wells  are  controlled  and  maintained  by  the  County  Water 
Department,  and  owners  of  wells  are  advised  on  the  methods  of  ' 
construction  of  new  sources,  or  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of 
existing  sources  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water 
intended  for  human  consumption. 

Water  Sanrpling. 

A total  of  thirty  four  sam']')les  were  collected,  27  from  private 
wells  or  other  sources  and  7 from  public  supplies.  All  the  samples 
were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination  with  the  following  results  s—

A percentage  of  48,1  of  the  samples  from  private  sources  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  consumption  in  the  raw  state  ano  the 
pwners  of  all  such  wells  were  advised  as  to  measures  to  be  adopted 
for  securing  better  quality  supplies,  iiction  with  regard  to  the 
unsatisfeatory  public  supplies  was  taken  by  the  iinglesey  County  Council 
ts  the  water  authority, 

^Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  wateir*  courses  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  proved  to  be 
unsatisfeatory  for  both  domestic  and  agricultural  purposes.  As  has 
been  the  usual  practice,  these  samples  were  collected  lu  connection 
with  proposed  sewerage  schemes  in  which  the  effluents  v^op-'  to  be 
discharged  into  the  watercourses. 

Eight  complaints  concerning  public  wells  and  bi'r^fr  wat'^r  pipes 
were  received  and  foiwarded  to  the  single sey  County  for  attention.

Village  ScheEes, 

The  Council  are  now  operating  six  village  schemes,  three  of 
which  serve  seaside  places  with  a sea  outfall  for  the  discharge  of 
crude  sewage,  and  the  other  three  serving  inland  villages  are 
provided  with  sewage  disposal  works  where  the  sewage  is  treated  iDefore 
"being  discharged  into  local  watercourses,  ViJhere  sea  outfalls  have 
laeen  provided,  there  is  no  trace  of  any  sewage  pollution  on 
adjoining  heccches,  and  although  a few  complaints  have  "been  received 
from  time  to  time  alleging  that  offensive  odouts  arising  from  beaches 
is  due  to  sewage  pollution,  on  investigation  it  is  found  to  be  due 
to  decaying  seaweed  which  con  be  most  objectionable  and  is  also 
present  on  beaches  remotely  situated  from  any  sewer  outfall. 

The  Rhosneigr  scheme  is  the  only  one  operating  entirely  by 
gravity  sewers,  all  the  others  being  operated  by  gravity  sewers  to 
certain  points,  from  which  the  sewage  is  either  pumped  out  to  sea 
outfalls  or  to  sewage  disposal  works  for  further  treatment.  The 
gravity  sewers  in  the  six  areas  hove  operated  without  any  hitch,  and 
are ■ self  cleansing  to  a remarkable  degree,  hence  the  ma into n* nee 
work  is  negligible  with  minimum  expense  and  supervision. 

The  follo?jing  is  a brief  summary  of  the  repair  and  maintenanae 
work  whj.ch  was  carried  out  at  the  various  works ;~ 

■Aberffraw, 

This  scheme  was  completed  in  the  course  of  the  year,  after  a 
long  delay  in  connection  with  the  delivery  of  machinery.  Soon 
after  pumping  operations  commenced  the  gear  box  of  the  diesel  unit 
broke  down  completely  owing  to  faulty  alignment  of  the  shaft,  and 
had  to  be  replaced  by  the  makers  without  any  expense  falling  upon 
the  Council,  I^/linoj?  electrical  faults  also  appeared  which  were  all 
made  good  within  the  contractors*  maintenance  period. 

Bodedern. 

Only  minor  electrical  faults  required  attention,  more 
particularly  after  stormy  weather, 

Bodff ordd , 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  electricity  or  other  motive  power  the 
necessary  pumping  operations  must  be  carried  out  by  mcnual  labour 
which  proves  to  be  tedious  and  ardous.  As  mentioned  in  previous 
reports  the  sludge  beds  are  apt  to  become  water  logged  following 
periods  of  heavy  rainfall  owing  to  their  low-lying  position, 

Bryndu, 

The  only  fault  that  developed  at  these  works  was  due  to  a 
defective  battery  that  operated  the  diesel  unit,  which  was  replaced 
by  the  suppliers  free  of  expense  to  the  Council  as  the  defect 
developed  during  the  maintenance  period.  The  ejector  pump  also 
gave  trouble  until  the  defect  was  rectified  by  the  makers, 

Rhosneigr. 

One  short  extension  was  constructed  in  order  to  provide  drainage 
facilities  for  new  development.  The  roof  of  the  tank  sewer  on  the 
foreshore,  and  the  whole  length  of  the  concrete  covering  over  the 
outfall  pipe  on  Braich  y Parlwr,  were  damaged  by  a severe  gale,  and 
had  to  be  repaired  at  considerable  expense, 

Trearddur  Bay. 

Baulty  and  worn  bearings  in  one  pump  were  renewed,  and  minor 
electrical  defects  ^were  made  good.  The  concrete  protection  to 
the  outfall  pipe  on  the  rooky  headland  was  damaged  by  a gale  and  had 


to  be  replaced. 

Housinp:  Estate  ScfaeEes. 

The  Council  are  also  operating  seven  sewege  disposal  units 
serving  isolated  housing  estates,  all  of  which  have  given  reasonably 
good  service,  with  the  ainicuE  of  attention  and  expense.  Two  of  them 
are  provided  with  electrical  equipment  operating  pumps  and  some 
replacements  were  necessary  apart  from  making  good  on  oesasional  defect 
in  the  electrical  system. 

One  general  remark  can  be  applied  to  both  the  village  and  housing 
estate  systems,  to  the  effect  that  notwithstanding  the  high  fences 
surrounding  these  enclosures  with  locked  gates  on  the  entrances, 
considerable  damage  is  done  by  trespassers  to  the  rotating  arms  on  the 
percolating  filters  and  interference  with  various  valves  which  upsets 
the  proper  functioning  of  such  appliances.

Vi/ork  on  the  Cerrigceinwen  scheme,  which  consists  of  graviation 
sewers  only,  to  link  with  the  '‘^langefni  U.D. Council  sewers,  was 
permitted  to  commence,  while  good  progress  was  made  under  difficult 
conditions  on  the  other  two  schemes.

Owing  to  certain  circumstances  or  difficulties  which  have  arisen, 
constructional  work  on  these  four  schemes  has  not  yet  been  authorised. 

Gene  rsl. 

Surface  water  and  sullage  sewers  in  some  villages  require  frequent 
attention,  and  few  remaining  open  ditch  sewers  are  cleansed  regularly. 
Special  reports  have  been  prepared  in  connection  with  an  open  sewer  in 
Bodedern  and  a surf-ce  water  sewer  in  Valley,  both  of  which  are  a 
source  of  nuisance,  particularly  the  latter,  as  the  houses  are  flooded 
during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall. 

Twenty  four  existing  houses  have  been  provided  with  new  drains, 
fourteen  of  which  were  connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  and  ten  to 
private  septic  tanks.  Faulty  house  drains  were  made  good  at  ten 
premises  following  informal  action. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service . 

House  Refuse,  Night  Soil  and  Cesspool  Cleansing. 

^11  three  services  continue  to  be  carried  out  by  two  vehicles, 
which  are  the  long  wheel  base  commercial  type  which  have  been  adapted 
for  the  purpose,  and  therefore  may  not  be  considered  wholly  satisf eetory. 
The  pail-closet  cleansing  service  and  cesspool  cleansing  is  dons  by 
fitting  a tank  into  the  body  of  the  vehicles,  the  pails  being  man- 
handled and  the  oesspool  emptied  by  a trailer  pump, 

O.^ing  to  the  vehicles  being  fully  employed  on  either  dry  house 
refuse  collection  or  pail  closet  cleansing  during  the  day,  cesspool 
cleansing  has  to  be  done  outside  normal  working  hours,  and  consequently 
it  is  an  expensive  service  owing  to  the  payr.ents  of  overtime  rates. 

Mast  of  the  cesspool  cleansing  service,^i^^_ applied  to  Council  Housing 
Estates,  where  full  internal  water  andservrces  have  been  provided  with 

A

ID  sewers  available  yet.  The  cesspools  attached  to  eleven 
privately  owned  houses  and  two  primary  schools  have  been 
cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  and  education 
authority,  but  the  demand  for  this  service  is  increasing 
owing  to  the  extension  of  the  county  water  mains  into 
areas  where  sewers  are  not  likely  to  become  available. 

Both  vehicles  have  suffered  breakdowns  of  short 
duration,  but  the  service  was  maintained  by  a hired  truck. 

The  Dodge  truck  is  becoming  old  and  worn  out,  and  a tender 
has  been  accepted  for  providing  a large  enclosed  refuse 
collecting  vehicle,  which  will  be  delivered  in  the  new  year. 

As  previously  reported  the  Council  are  operating 
one  tip  only,  which  is  also  used  by  two  service  departments. 

It  cannot  be  considered  to  be  a controlled  tip,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  covering  material  and  the  necessity  of  disposing 
of  night  soil  on  the  site,  as  there  is  no  demand  now  for  this 
waste  matter  for  manurial  purposes  on  agricultural  land.  The 
night  soil  is  treated  with  lime  before  covering.  There  have 
been  frequent  outbreaks  of  fire,  a few  being  due  to  spontan- 
eous combustion  which  are  deep  seated  and  difficult  to 
extinguish,  and  others  caused  by  trespassers,  the  latter 
being  the  more  frequent  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  some 
trespassers  have  been  prosecuted  and  convicted. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  frequency  of 
the  service,  but  it  has  been  extended  to  a large  number  of 
outlying  properties,  apart  from  new  housing  estates  and  new 
privately  owned  houses  within  the  collecting  districts, 

-As  usual,  protective  clothing  has  been  issued  to  the  employees 
and  there  has  been  very  little  illness  amongst  them. 

Sixty  complaints  regarding  non-collection  of  house 
refuse  were  investigated,  and  the  service  restored  to  all 
the  premises  concerened.  In  most  cases,  such  complaints 
came  from  householders  occupying  houses  whlgh  had  been 
unoccupied  for  long  periods,  or  where  there  uad  been  change 
of  occupiers  in  between  regular  collecting  days. 


Street  Cleansing 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council,  who 
are  sharing  the  expense  on  a 50%  basis,  a weekly  service  has 
been  extended  to  eight  of  the  larger  villages  in  addition 
to  the  two  seaside  resorts,  where  a weekly  service  is  provided 
during  the  six  winter  months,  and  twice  weekly  during  the 
sumrer,  A larger  number  of  litter  baskets  have  been  provided 
along  the  roads  in  most  villages,  but  notwithstanding  all 
efforts  to  suppress  the  nuisance  the  litter  problem  is 
becoming  more  difficult  to  control. 

Beaches, 

Vi^eekly  cleansing  services  are  provided  on  all  the 
main  beaches,  and  an  increased  number  of  litter  baskets 
have  been  distributed,  but  the  public  are  not  co-operative 
and  the  remarks  made  under  street  cleansing  are  equally 
applicable  to  the  beaches.  Oil  pollution  on  the  beaches  from 
shipping  has  not  been  serious  this  year,  and  evidence  of  the 
previous  years  contamination  has  been  washed  away. 

At  Trearddur  Bay,  the  beach  chair  service  was 
provided  for  about  three  months,  and  the  takings  barely  covered 
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the  expenditure. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  tvjo  conveniences,  situated,  one  each  at 
Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay,  have  been  open  throughout  the 
year,  and  though  the  expenditure  greatly  exceeds  the  income, 
it  is  a service  that  is  demanded  by  the  public.  Whilst  the 
majority  appreciate  the  service,  considerable  abuse  of  the 
facilities  by  the  minority  takes  place  far  too  frequently. 
This  is  evident  when  locks  are  interfered  with  and  even 
stolen,  wanton  damage  to  doors,  lamps,  windoi’^s  and  other 
fittings,  and  the  filthy  habits  of  the  few  who  create  a 
temporary  nuisance. 

The  buildings  are  well  maintained  both  internally 
and  externally  notwithstanding  the  few  complaints  received 
to  the  contrary,  and  which  are  the  direct  result  of  the 
abuses  already  mentioned.  The  remedy  to  overcome  the  loss 
of  income,  particularly  when  the  premises  are  used  by  large 
parties  on  conducted  tours,  has  already  been  mentioned  in 
last  yeafs  report,  but  such  installations  would  mean  consid- 
erably outlay. 


Nuisances. 

Sixty  two  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received 
and  investigated,  requiring  123  inspections.  Three  complaints 
could  not  be  substantiated  and  in  these  cases  no  further  action 
was  taken.  i^ction  for  securing  abatement  of  the  remaining 
nuisances  wastaken.

Investigations  were  Eode  into  the  possibility 
of  acquiring  land  for  the  establishment  of  a municipal 
caravan  site  within  the  area,  A number  of  possible  sites 
were  visited,  in  company  with  the  County  Planning  Officer, 
It  was  felt  that  the  areas  most  suitable  for  development 
of  this  nature  were  already  well  served  by  existing 
licensed  caravan  sites  and  the  biggest  difficulty  in  other 
areas  under  review  was  the  absence  of  a piped  water  supply 
and  sewerage  scheme,  the  provision  of  which  would  prove  to 
be  prohibitive. 

Sites  which  could  readily  be  adapted  for  this 
--purpose  were  narrowed  down  to  two,  but  in  both  cases  no 
further  progress  could  be  made  as  the  owner  of  one  site 
was  not  a willing  seller  and  the  other  site  had  already 
been  acquired  by  the  Forestry  Commission  under  an  i\ffore- 
station  Scheme, 

In  view  of  the  above  conditions,  the  proposal  was 
left  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk. 


An  additional  dealer^ s licence  was  granted,  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 
Regulations,  1949#  making  the  total  number  of  such  licences 
1^,  whilst  4 dealer's  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  19^9»  were  in  force  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

No  complaints  were  received  from  consumers  of  the 
quality  of  the  milk  or  condition  of  the  containers. 

Meat, 

The  num-bar  of  licensed  private  slaughterhouses 
within  the  area  continues  at  seven,  which  are  licensed 
annually.  Regular  all  the  year  round  slaughtering  took 
place  in  three  of  the  slaughterhouses  whereas  seasonal 
slaughtering  only  was  carried  out  in  three,  and  no  killing 
operations  were  carried  out  in  one.  In  this  latter  case, 
the  owner  stated  that  the  cessation  was  of  a temporary 
nature . 

The  number  of  retail  butcher's  shops  in  the  area 
was  16,  on  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these 
shops,  six  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act  1955 > for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products. 

Regular  visiting  of  slaughterhouses  has  continued 
and  the  inspection  percentage  was  96.97%  of  all  animals 
slaughtered,  compared  with  36,02%  attained  the  previous 
year.  The  inspection  percentage  of  various  animals  was  as 
followss-

Pigs  99.0% 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest  deficiency 
related  to  sheep  and  lacbs,  which  are  often _ slaughtered 
outside  normal  working  hours f and  without  giving  the 
regulation  notice, 

A total  of  1920  animals  were  slaughtered  during 
the  year*  of  which  1862  were  inspected.  The  total  slaughter- 
ed is  644  less  than  in  the  previous  year  which  tends  to 
emphasise  the  decline  which  has  been  apparent  over  the  past 
two  years.  The  reason  is  due  to  the  increasing  preference 
of  some  butchers  to  purchase  meat  direct  from  the  Fatstock 
Marketing  Corporation  or  other  wholesalers. 

The  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  local 
slaughterhouses  may  be  considered  to  be  of  a high  standard.

i^'ood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Inspections  of  food  premises  under  these  Regulations 
have  been  carried  out  as  often  as  possible  and  in  general  a 
oontjjaued  effort  is  being  made  by  occupiers  to  improve  existing 
conditions.  As  and  when  water  and  sewerage  services  become 
available  in  the  various  villages,  occupiers  of  shops  are  able 
to  further  improve  the  conditions  by  the  installation  of  hand 
and  equipment  washing  facilities,  Although  it  cannot  be 
claimed  that  all  the  shops  which  are  within  water  and  sewerage 
areas  are  equipped  with  suitable  washing  facilities,  it  is  felt 
that  as  much  progress  as  possible  has  been  achieved  without 
having  to  resort  to  statutory  action.  However,  such  action 
had  to  be  taken  in  one  case  in  view  of  the  extent  of 
contraventions  under  various  sections  of  the  Regulations. 

Four  informal  notices  were  served  on  occupiers  of 
food  premises  to  ensure  that  open  foodstuffs  were  not  subjected 
to  possible  contamination,  either  by  providing  suitable  covers 
or  placing  the  food  beyond  the  reach  of  the  public.  Offences 

of  this  nature  seem  to  be  by  far  the  most  frequent.  No 
proceedings  were  instituted  for  offences  under  the  Regulations# 


Bakehouses, 

Two  bakehouses  within  the  area  ceased  to  operate  during 
bringing  the  number  of  operative  bakehouses  to  nine, 
all  of  which  produce  bread  and  confectionery  for  retail  and 
wholesale  sale.  Again,  the  output  of  bread  from  these  premises 
has  lessended  and  the  decrease  in  sales  is  probably  due  to  the 
greater  quantity  of  ready  sliced  loaves  which  are  provided  by 
mobile  dhops. 

Two  informal  notices  were  served,  one  in  respect  of 
minor  structural  disrepair,  and  the  other  relating  to  unhygienic 
equipment,  both  of  which  notices  were  complied  with. 


Ice  Cream 


No  applications  were  received  for  registration  of 
premises  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955,  and 
the  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
ice  cream  remains  at  42,  in  40  of  which  all  the  ice  cream 
solu  is  prepacked,  while  loose  ice  cream  is  sold  in  the 
remaining  two. 


^ ^ During  the  year,  118  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken 
and  forwaroed  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  samples,  94.06%  were 
placed  within  Grade  1,  5.08%  in  Grade  11,  0.86%  in  Grade  111. 
and  none  in  Grade  I¥,  These  results  are  well  above  the 
standard  vjhich  should  be  expected  over  a five  or  six  month 
period  and  reflect  credit  on  both  manufacturers  and  retailers.

Unsound  Food, 

The  quantity  of  unsound  food  dealt  with  was  lower 
than  in  the  previous  year.

A holiday  visitor  complained  that  pork  pies 
bought  by  him  in  a local  shop  had  caused  sickness  in  members 
of  his  family  and  he  forwarded  a cut  portion  of  one  of  the 
pies  concerned.  Unfortunately*  four  days  elapsed  between 
the  purchase  of  the  pies  and  the  receipt  of  the  portion  of 
pie  in  this  department.  The  complainant  was  informed  that 
in  view  of  this  time  factor  no  action  could  be  taken  in  as 
far  as  that  particular  consignment  of  pies  was  concerned. 

The  shopkeeper  and  manufacturers  were  also  informed  of the 
complaint  and  it  was  ascertained  that  no  other  similar 
complaints  had  been  received  although  some  hundreds  of  pies 
had  been  delivered  by  the  manufacturers  to  numjerous  shops 
within  the  area  on  the  same  day.  The  shop  concerned  is  well 
up  to  standard  with  regard  to  cleanliness,  storage  of  meat 
products  etc. 


Cream  Crackers. 

On  opening  a cream  cracker  manufactured  by  a well 
known  firm  a nylon  bristle  was  found  embedded  in  the  biscuit. 
The  cracker  was  sent  to  the  manufacturers  and  they  conducted 
a thorough  examination  of  the  mixing  machinery.  However, 
no  apparent  reason  could  be  found  as  to  the  presence  of  this 
foreign  body,  and  further  samples  of  the  commodity  have  been 
satisfactory. 

Potato  Crisps 

Packets  of  crisps  were  found  to  be  discoloured  by 
a blush  tint.  On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  this  was 
due  to  a particular  breed  of  potato  which  for  some  unknown 
reason  produces  such  discolouration  during  the  manufacturing 
process,  and  which  does  not  affect  the  wholesomeness  of  the 
product.

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  still  three 
ecergency  housing  units:'  'in  occupation  at  Mona  Canp,  Gwolchcai, 
as  the  Council  have  not  yet  been  able  to  rehouse  the  facilies 
concerned.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
the  present  arrangements  will  continue  for  another  year. 

Thirty  one  privately  owned  houses  were  erected  and 
completed  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  159  since  1946, 
and  an  additional  19  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  There  were  no  further  housing  developements  at  either 
of  the  two  service  stations  within  the  area,*^ 


The  Council  control  40  estates  of  varying  sizes  from 
two  to  fif'^'y  one  dwellings.  Twenty  nine  of  these  estates  ore 
now  provided  with  main  water  supplies,  the  house  drains  of 
sixteen  ore  connected  to  village  sewerage  schemes,  with  small 
sewage  disposal  works  serving  seven  estates  and  six  estates 
being  dependent  on  cesspools  or  septic  tanks.  Eleven  estates 
Ore  still  without  main  water  supplies,  and  the  sullage  drains  ' 
on  these  sites  discharge  into  soakawoys. 

A total  of  95  houses  on  seven  estates  were  pointed 
externally  by  contract,  and  the  normal  repair  and  maintenance 
work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council* s staff. 

Nine  additional  houses  were  surveyed  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  which  brings  the  grand  total  to  888,  The  quarterly
